A 22-year-old man is facing a 
charge of second-degree mur¬ 
der after a well-known member 
of Canada’s gay community 
was killed in Whitecourt on 
Saturday morning. 

Dolan Badger worked as a 
support and outreach worker 
with HIV Edmonton until 2010. 

He was a “wonderful two- 
spirited aboriginal man proud 
of his heritage and sexuality,” 
said Shelley Williams, the exec¬ 
utive director of HIV Edmonton 
in a statement. 

Whitecourt Staff Sgt. Rod¬ 
ney Koscielny said officers were 
called to a disturbance at a lo¬ 
cal home around 7 a.m. Satur¬ 
day, after reports that someone 
within the residence was heard 


“yelling and screaming.” 

When they arrived, officers 
located Badger, who was badly 
injured. The 49-year-old’s health 
rapidly deteriorated and he was 
pronounced dead upon arrival 
at hospital in Whitecourt. 

Koscielny said William 
Kootenay of Morinville was 
arrested at the scene and sub¬ 
sequently charged with one 
count of second-degree minder. 

While early media reports 
said Badger was the victim of 
gay-bashing, RCMP said that 
was not the case. “No, it was 
not a hate crime,” Koscielny 
said. “Mr. Kootenay and Mr. 
Badger knew each other.” 

The cause of death is not 
known at this time, said RCMP. 

In a 2009 article in Vue 
Weekly, Badger wrote about 
the difficulties of growing up 
two-spirited, a term he said ab¬ 
original gay and lesbian people 
use to describe themselves. 

“I now stand proud as a two- 
spirit person and as an aborig¬ 
inal, and no longer do I need to 
blend into the background,” he 
wrote.

Advisory 
council will 
give teens 
a voice 


An inaugural Student Advis¬ 
ory Council set to meet in 
February will allow Edmon¬ 
ton school trustees to hear 
what high school students 
have to say about educational 
issues. 

By accepting an informa¬ 
tion report last week, the Ed¬ 
monton Public School Board 
(EPSB) moved one step closer 
to hosting its first Student 
Advisory Council meeting. 

The next step is for the 
board to work with high 
school principals to identify 
students that could serve 
on the council, said EPSB 
spokesperson Cory Sinclair. 

“The first meeting will be 
held in February; we’re just 
not sure exactly which day,” 
Sinclair said. 

That meeting will ad¬ 
dress the topic of teaching 
and learning, with students 
scheduled to discuss if they 
know what they’re expected 
to learn. 

A second meeting sched¬ 
uled for 2013 is expected to 
discuss the topic of prepara¬ 
tion for work. 

Sinclair said the need to 
hear directly from students 
on educational issues is the 
impetus behind the creation 
of the council. 

“They (the board) value 
the opinions of parents and 
community members and 
staff, but they also value, 
of course, the opinion of 
students,” Sinclair said. 

“That’s the reason we’re 
all here.” 

The information gathered 
at the Student Advisory 
Council meetings will be con¬ 
sidered by trustees as they 
move forward, Sinclair said. 

“There’s not a specific 
outcome expected; it’s more 
to better understand student 
needs and perspectives,” he 
said.

The pair already have 
nine local weddings booked 
for 2013. 

When meeting with cli¬ 


ents, Roughley said most want 
to talk about “cool, creative 
shots,” as well as a checklist 
for formal photos. 

But first things first: “We 
always try and meet before we 
actually book with somebody 
because we want to make 
sure that everybody gets 
along well and personalities 
fit,” said Roughley. “Because 
you’re spending more time 
with us than you do with any¬ 
body else on that day.” 

Photographers are usually 
with the bride, or the couple, 
for about 12 hours. 

“Start to finish, I would 
call it a 40-hour work week,” 
said Cameron. “Twelve for the 
day, 12 to edit, eight to create 
an album, and then there’s 
the initial consultation, scout¬ 
ing your locations, all 
those little pieces.”

6 men arrested 
in India after 
another gang rape 


Friday night attack.

Police said Sunday they have 
arrested six suspects in an¬ 
other gang rape of a bus pas¬ 
senger in India, four weeks 
after a brutal attack on a stu¬ 
dent on a moving bus in the 
capital outraged Indians and 
led to calls for tougher rape 
laws. 

Police officer Raj Jeet 
Singh said a 29-year-old 
woman was the only pas¬ 
senger on a bus as she was 
travelling to her village in 
northern Punjab state on Fri¬ 
day night. The driver refused 


to stop at her village despite 
her repeated pleas and drove 
her to a desolate location, he 
said. 

There, the driver and 
the conductor took her 
to a building where they 
were joined by five friends 
and took turns raping her 
throughout the night, Singh 
said. 

The driver dropped the 
woman off at her village ear¬ 
ly Saturday, he said. 

Singh said police arrested 
six suspects on Saturday and 
were searching for another. 

Gurmej Singh, deputy 
superintendent of police, 
said all six men admitted 
involvement in the rape. He 
said the victim was recover¬ 
ing at home. 

Also on Saturday, police 
arrested a 32-year-old man 
for allegedly raping and kill¬ 
ing a nine-year-old girl two

Protests against the adop¬ 
tion ban were held Sunday 
in a number of other Russian 
cities, but in most places only 
a few dozen people took part. 
In St. Petersburg, about 1,000 
people turned out. 

Just ahead of the week¬ 
end demonstration, Putin’s 
spokesman sought to ease an¬ 
ger over the adoption ban by 
announcing that some of the 
dozens of adoptions already 
under way could go forward, 
allowing children who have 
already bonded with Amer¬ 
ican adoptive parents to leave 
the country. 

UNICEF estimates there 
are about 740,000 children 
not in parental custody in 
Russia, while about 18,000 
Russians are on the waiting 
list to adopt a child. Since the 
ban was passed, Russian lead¬ 
ers have been encouraging 
Russians to adopt more chil¬ 
dren.

Georgia amnesty. Parliament 
frees 190 political prisoners

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Aaron Swartz. Family of 
Reddit co-creator blames 
prosecutors for suicide 


The family of a Reddit co¬ 
founder who committed sui¬ 
cide weeks before he was to go 
on trial on federal charges that 
he stole millions of scholarly 
articles is blaming prosecutors 
for his death. 

Aaron Swartz hanged him¬ 
self in his Brooklyn apartment 
Friday night, his family and 
authorities said. The 26-year- 
old had fought to make online 
content free to the public and 
as a teenager helped create RSS, 
a family of web feed formats 
used to gather updates from 
blogs, news, audio and video. 

In 2011, he was charged 
with stealing millions of scien¬ 
tific journals from aJSTOR com¬ 
puter archive at the Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technology 
in an attempt to make them 
freely available. 

He had pleaded not guilty, 
and his federal trial was to 
begin next month. If convicted, 
he faced decades in prison and 
a fortune in fines. 

In a statement released Sat¬ 
urday, Swartz’s family in Chica¬ 
go expressed bitterness toward 
federal prosecutors pursuing 
the case against him. 

“Aaron’s death is not sim¬ 
ply a personal tragedy. It is the 



product of a criminal justice 
system rife with intimidation 
and prosecutorial overreach. 
Decisions made by officials in 
the Massachusetts U.S. Attor¬ 
ney’s office and at MIT contrib¬ 
uted to his death,” they said. 

JSTOR didn’t press charges 
once it reclaimed the articles 
from Swartz, and some legal 
experts considered the case 
unfounded. JSTOR’s attorney 
even asked prosecutors not to 
pursue the case, according to

U.S. Treasury rules out minting $1T 
supercoin to solve debt-limit crisis 


Nortel verdict will send 
message, observer says 



The U.S. government won’t be 
minting a $l-trillion US plat¬ 
inum coin as a way to solve its 
debt-limit crisis. 

Treasury Department 
spokesman Anthony Coley 
said Saturday that neither his 
department nor the Federal 


Reserve believes the law can or 
should be used to produce such 
a coin to avoid a coming battle 
with Congress over govern¬ 
ment borrowing. 

Some of U.S. President 
Barack Obama’s liberal allies 
have been promoting the coin 


strategy. The government has 
reached its $16.4-triUion bor¬ 
rowing limit. By late February 
or early March, Treasuiy will 
run out of ways to cover debts 
and could begin defaulting on 
government loans.

Monday ruling. Former 
executives, accused of 
cooking books, each face 
up to 10 years in prison 


Three former Nortel executives 
accused of orchestrating a wide¬ 
spread multimillion-dollar fraud 
will learn their fate Monday, 
nearly a year after one of the lar¬ 
gest criminal trials in Canada’s 
corporate history began. 

Ontario Superior Court Jus¬ 
tice Frank Marrocco is set to 
rule on whether ex-CEO Frank 
Dunn, ex-CFO Douglas Beatty 
and ex-controller Michael Gol- 
logly manipulated financial 
statements at Nortel Networks 
Corp. from 2002 to 2003. 

The men, who each face two 
counts of fraud, are accused of 
participating in a book-cooking 
scheme designed to trigger 
$12.8 million in bonuses and 
stocks for themselves at the 
once powerful Canadian tech¬ 
nology giant. The accused, who 
were fired in 2004, have all 
pleaded not guilty to the char¬ 
ges. If convicted, each could 
face up to 10 years in prison. 

Marrocco was the lead pros¬ 
ecutor in the Bre-X Securities 
case — the largest corporate 
fraud case in Canadian history 
— and his verdict will send a 
message through both legal 
and financial circles, says one 
expert observer. 

Darren Henderson, an as¬ 
sistant professor of managerial 
accounting and control at Ri¬ 
chard Ivey School of Business 
at Western University, says 


that since the fall of Nortel, se¬ 
curities regulations have been 
tightened — particularly to 
ensure that top-ranking execu¬ 
tives at major corporations are 
held more accountable when 
signing off on financial state¬ 
ments. 

Despite this, Canada is still 
seen as soft on white-collar 
crimes, especially when com¬ 
pared to the stiff sentences 
handed out in the U.S. dining 
the Enron scandal. 

“When you look at white- 
collar crime, there are always 
going to be incentives for 
manipulating financial state¬ 
ments,” he said. “There is a 
direct financial incentive of in¬ 
creasing the value of your sales,

The cost of culture 


I find it interesting 
that when an idea is 
proposed that would 
bring pleasure to the 
many, it causes outrage. 
However, when the 
city spends money on 
things that benefit only 
the few, there is often 
silence. 


Last May, I wrote a column 
about the 100th anniversary 
of the High Level Bridge. I 
opined that we should do 
something to celebrate its 
significance as one of only 

three of its type in Canada. I also suggested that lighting 
it was in order and that it should be done with LED lights 
or fibre optics because both use less electricity. 

Imagine my shock and awe when the city started dis¬ 
cussing doing exactly that last week. 

However, I was even 
more surprised with the 
reporting on where the idea 
had come from. Accord¬ 
ing to one news outlet, the 
mayor asked city staff for 
options last October after 
ATB Financial CEO Dave 
Mowat suggested lining the 
bridge with LEDs during a 
Pecha Kucha creative forum. 
Really? I suppose it’s pos¬ 
sible Mowat and I came up 
with exactly the same idea 
as a way of celebrating the 
bridge’s 100th anniversary. 
And I guess my column isn’t 
one of the things the mayor 
reads in the clippings package he no doubt receives every 
day. 

The origin of the idea aside, what was even more inter¬ 
esting was the reaction to the idea. It could cost as much 
as $400,000 to light the bridge. Some people saw this as 
one more step toward Edmonton’s fiscal cliff. 

I find it interesting that when an idea is proposed that 
would bring pleasure to the many, it causes outrage. How¬ 
ever, when the city spends money on things that benefit 
only the few, there is often silence. Cases in point are 
millions spent on the ill-fated Indy and millions spent on 
a website of dubious value. Where was the outrage when 
the city proposed becoming home to Canada’s basketball 
training program for a mere $500,000 per year for four 
years? 

Maybe the basketball training program will help Ed¬ 
monton get noticed. But I don’t think so. Getting media 
coverage doesn’t take millions of dollars. 

What it does take is creativity and imagination, neither 
of which are qualifications required of our civic leaders 
and bureaucracy. We saw an example of what creativity 
can do for our city last week when a Kiwi in town built an 
igloo to keep from being too bored. He molded hundreds 
of ice bricks using frozen milk cartons containing col¬ 
oured water. Once he was done, he lit the inside and voila 
— a thing of beauty. Net result, local, regional, provincial 
and national news coverage. The cost to taxpayers — zero.

Beijing’s air pollution 
goes off the index 

People refused to venture 
outdoors and buildings 
disappeared into Beijing’s 
murky skyline on Sunday 
as the air quality in China’s 
notoriously polluted capital 
went off the index. 

The Beijing Municipal 
Environmental Monitor¬ 
ing Center said the density 
of PM2.5 particulates had

The World 
Health Organization consid¬ 
ers a safe daily level to be 
25 micrograms per cubic 
metre. 

The centre recom¬ 
mended that children and 
the elderly stay indoors. 

The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency’s air-qual¬ 
ity index goes up to only 
500, and the agency advises 
that anything greater than 
300 would trigger a health 
warning of “emergency 
conditions.”

Why do we need to wear 
sunscreen in the winter? 

Basically, the skin really 
doesn’t care if it’s summer, 
winter, spring or fall — it 
just measures the cumulative 
amount of sun exposure that 
you have from the day you’re 
bom until the day you die, 
and it just keeps adding up. 
For a lot of the skin cancers, 
what happens is, as we get 
more and more sun, eventu¬ 
ally one of our weaker cells 


reaches its limit and then 
forms a cancer, so whether 
you get that from walking to 
the car each day in the spring 
or sitting out on the beach for 
a couple hours in the summer, 
it really doesn’t make a differ¬ 
ence to the skin.

Nursing’s looking 
upin Canada 

A new report says the num¬ 
ber of nurses in Canada has 
risen by more than eight 
per cent in the last five 
years. Thursday’s report by 
the Canadian Institute for 
Health Information says 
more than 360,000 regu¬ 
lated nurses were employed 
across the countiy in 2011. 

Despite the growth in 
nursing employment over¬ 
all, the number of regis¬ 
tered nurses per 100,000 
people in the population 
still falls below the peak 
reached in the early 1990s. 

The report says the 
proportion of nurses under 
age 35 rose to almost 24 
per cent of the nursing 
workforce from 21 per cent 
between 2007 and 2011. 

CIHI says more than 
56 per cent of nurses were 
working full-time in 2011, 
and more than half of 
younger nurses found full¬ 
time employment within 
the first five years of start¬ 
ing work. 

During the same period, 
the number of nurse 
practitioners with advanced 
training doubled to almost 
3,000 from less than 1,400.

NFL. Patriots meet 
Ravens for 2nd straight 
year and Falcons face 
another mobile QB in 
Kaepernick with trip to 
Super Bowl on line 


One game is a rematch. The 
other might feel like one — at 
least to one of the teams. 

For the second straight year 
in the AFC, the New England 
Patriots will host the Baltimore 
Ravens with a trip to the Super 
Bowl on the line. 

In the NFC, it will be San 
Francisco travelling to Atlanta, 
with the Falcons defence try¬ 
ing to stop a versatile, running 
quarterback for the second 
straight week. 

“Russell Wilson and Colin 
Kaepernick are mobile quarter¬ 
backs who throw the ball at 
extremely accurate levels,” Fal¬ 
cons safety Thomas DeCoud 
said. “We can use this game as a 
cheat sheet to prepare for next 
week.” 


On Sunday, the Falcons 
barely got past Wilson and the 
Seattle Seahawlcs, who over¬ 
came a 20-point deficit to take 
a one-point lead, but gave it up 
after Matt Ryan drove Atlanta 


into field-goal range and Matt 
Bryant made a 49-yard kick 
with eight seconds left. 

Atlanta is the only team not 
making a repeat appearance in 
the final four. Last year, it was 


the Giants playing, and beating, 
the 49ers for the NFC title. 

On Saturday, Kaepernick 
passed for 263 yards and rushed 
for 181 — a playoff record for a 
quarterback — to defeat Green 


Bay 45-31. 

“We’re one step closer to 
where we want to be,” said 
Kaepernick. San Francisco 
hasn’t been to the Super Bowl 
since 1995, when Steve Young 


led the 49ers to their fifth Lom¬ 
bardi Trophy. 

Though the Niners must 
travel cross country for the 
game, they opened as three- 
point favourites in a meeting of 
teams that played twice a year 
until 2003, when Atlanta was 
moved from the NFC West to 
the NFC South. Their only previ¬ 
ous playoff meeting was a 20-18 
win for the Falcons in the 1998 
divisional playoffs. Atlanta won 
at Minnesota the next week to 
make its only Super Bowl. 

San Francisco’s 20-17 over¬ 
time loss last year to the Giants 
was part of a tense day of foot¬ 
ball that began with New Eng¬ 
land’s 23-20 victory over the 
Ravens in the AFC title game. 

In that game, Billy Cundiff 
missed a 32-yard field goal that 
would have tied the game with 
11 seconds left. This season, 
Justin Tucker beat out Cund¬ 
iff for the kicker’s job. Tucker 
hit a 47-yarder against Denver 
Saturday to lift the Ravens to a 
38-35 win in double overtime, 
extending Ray Lewis’s career 
for at least one more week.
